Travis says he realized that he would be

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Moving Pietures Tried at Die 
ning and Patients Benefit. - 


WILL BE USED REGULARLY. 


Podetata Makes Experiment, and Is 
Much Pleased at Result. | 


Moving pictures as an aid to the cure of 


insane patients were tried last evening for 


the first time at the Dunning asylum. Dr. 


V. H. Podstata, superintendent of the big 
Cook county institution, declared after the 
test that the effect produced was beneficial. 
The performance on the canvas drew the 
attention and interest of every one of the 
400 patients gathered in the entertainment 
hall. The seemingly realistic manner in 
which figures appeared and disappeared with- 
in the rim of light opened a neW channel for 


their thoughts and led them away from the 
-particular hallucination or delusion which 


affected their minds. 


Effect on the Patients. 
Excitable patients seemed to be quieted 
and calmed by the pictures. Those suffering 


from chronic melancholia appeared to be | 
stimulated and aroused from their constant | 


brooding over imaginary wrongs, aad 
showed an unusual] interest in what was 
going on. The effect was specially noted by 
attending physicians In certain cages where 
patients had been particularly restless or 
flighty or had been noticeably despondent 
and a report made to Supt. Podstata. In 
every instance the, report was that an ex- 
eellent showing had been made. 

As a result of the experiment a moving 


‘picture machine will be purchased for the 


asylum and entertainments will be given 
once or twice each week for the benefit of 


all patients who are not so violent as toneed 


eonstant restraint. Dr. Podstata said that 
a performance by the moving picture ma- 


‘chine will be of more lasting benefit than 
to hold the attention of the patients by other 
/ means fora single evening. It will give them 
‘all ah opportunity to talk of the same thing. 


and the interest will be kept up for days by 
the discussions which will follow an enter- 
tainment, thus diverti@g the minds. 


War Pictures Rouse War Spirit. 

From the exhibition given it was evident 
that the effect on the patient differs in ac- 
cordance with the kind of picture thrown on 
the canvas. In this experiment various 
kinds were tried, and it was found that war 
pictures were as apt to arouse the martial 
spirit in an insane patient as fn an ordinary 
citizen. 

After a series of twenty-five views of the 
Russian-Japanese war, which was the clos- 
ing feature of the entertainment, one patient 
rose to his feet and was so insistent in his 
endeavors to go to the front that it required 
four attendants to hold him back and assist 
him from the hall. With this single excep- 
tion all were orderly. The Japanese re- 
ceived most of the a] use, 


Illustrated Songs. 

Five illustrated songs were given, the 
views being thrown on the canvas as the 
graphophone sung the song. Six moving pic- 
tures of varied subjects, followed. The pic- 
ture which created the most enthusiasm and 
applause was ‘‘ The Pillow Fight.”’ Next to 
this “‘ The Sign of the Cros, or the Devil in 
the Convent,” was received with the most 
favor. Some magic and disappearing figures 
were introduced in this which took the fancy 
of the patients, and they clapped their ap- 
proval as the devil was chased about and 
finally worsted.

Family on West Side Located 
After Search of Seven Years. 


HOUSE IS RICHLY FURNISHED 


Mother and Numerons Children De-.

Minnick testi that she sent out her chil- 
dren to’ beg. and in the last four years more 
than 100 letters have been written to the 
bureau of charities by persons interested in 
the pleas of the begging children. The chil- 
dren were deciared to have operated under 
half a score ci aliases and in their long ex- 
perience unaer their mother’s tutelage to 
have become experts in deceiving.

*3t got to the first mark boat when huge 


Sheets of flame were leaping around it. fol- 
lowed by rolling clouds of-smoke. The sit- 
Uation appeared desperate, as the boat had 
on board a number of tanks full of gasoline, 
and all expected every minute to hear a 
deafening crash. 

Half an hour later, emerging from the 
smoke, came the Mercedes I. towing a large 
punt with the four victims of the disaster. 

L. Cc. Currie, a nephew of Sir Donald Cur- 
rie, who had been invited to steer the Paris- 
fenne Il., gave the following details: 

“We were just reaching the first buoy 
when, without the slightest warning, a huge 
sheet of fame shot up from the forward tank 
and swept the craft from endtoend. I saw 
at once our big petrol tank was ablaze and 
our chances of getting out of such a-situation 
were exceedingly small. 

“* Jump overboard,’ I shouted to the men. 
One of them was in the water like a shot. 
I pitched him a lifebelt. The other two were 

/arying to control the flames with two patent 
extinguishers, although they were singed and 
burned in a horrible manner.

“Unfortunately we. had no lifebelts be- 
yond the one I had thrown out.

LONDON, April 9, 3 a. m.—The Anglo- 
French treaty was signed yesterday. It ad- 
justs disputes which have menaced friendly 
relations between the powers for the last 
quarter of a century. It gives the French 
a free hand in Morocco and leaves England 
undisturbed in the possession of Egypt. 

The treaty comprises three separate instru- 
ments. The first instrument deals with 
Egypt and Morocco, the second with New- 
foundland and west Africa, and the third

By the terms of the treaty the present 
political situation in Morocco and in Egypt 
remains unchanged, and a full agreement 
is reached regarding Egyptian finances. 


France to Control Morocco. 

Great Britain recognizes the right of 
France to guard the tranquillity of Morocco, 
while France will not impede the action of 
Great Britain in Egypt, and Great Britain 
adheres to the corfvention of 1888 for the 
neutrality of the Suez canal. It i s agreed 
that public works and other undertakings 
in Egypt and Morocco shall remain in a 
hands of the respective states. 

The freedom of trade in Egypt and a 
co is guaranteed for thirty years. 

In order to assure the freedom of the 
straits of Gibraltar it is agreed that no forti- 
fication can be erected on the Moroccan coast 
between Melilla and the south mouth of the 
Sebu river. 


Frence Gives Up Fisheries. 


In Newfoundland, France foregoes exclu- 
sive fishing rights on the French shore, 
though retaining her right to fish. The bait 
bill of 1888 is modified so as to give New- 


fishermen. Indemnities will be given the 
owners and employés of the French estab- 
lishments on the French shore in exchange 
for the abandoned fishing rights. 

France obtains three concessions regard- 
ing territory in west Africa.

His interest in the ancient arts, the 
great ruins at Ayuthia and Angkor wat is 
as great as his knowledge, and if he were 
not a hardworking prince-minister of the 
busiest department of the government he 
would have been a most eminent aleeeanacue 
gist. 


With the in ayrapathy, impressing 
it on his people that to repair an old pagoda 
will insure as much merit towards the great 
sum necessary to secure a rebirth in a better 
ace Prince Damrong is endeavor- 
ing te’ redeem the melancholy of the crum- 
bling and neglected pagodas which dot the 
whole kingdom. Prince Damrorig laments 
that he cannot have an industrial art schoo] 
in being, to give technical traiming to clever 
artisans, and’continue the traditions of so 
much of beautiful work peculiar to Siam. 

We want visitors to 
come to Siam,” said Prince Damrong, ‘* but 
we are so handicapped for want of a good 
hotel.”’ |

MOTHER’S answer to President 
Roosevelt's cry of race suicide was 


made yesterday by Mrs. Catherine 

Waugh McCulloch at the afternoon 

session of the conference on “ Woman 
in Modern Industrialism"’ at the Chicago 
Woman's club. For the woman of little 
means to rear a large family meant, Mrs. 
McCullech said, the impoverishment of the 
family purse, the early death of the mother, 
and for the children, penury and possibly 
crime. Left a widow with a large family, 
Mrs. McCulloch declared that neither the 
mother nor her childres has half a chance 
in the world of industry. The mother, she 
urged, compellet,to earn a miserable exist- 
ence as scrub woman in office buildings and 
public halls, soon succumbs, while the chil- 
dren, forced out into the streets to eke out 
a pittance, come in contact with demoraliz- 
and too often are contam- 
nated.

HARACTERIZING housewives as ty- 

rants and blaming them for the exist- 
ence of the vexing servant girl ques- 
tion, Mrs, Fannie B. Williams, a negro 
member of the conference, urged that 
in the colored servant lies the solution of the 
domestic service problem. Mrs. Williams 
was upheld tn her contention by Mrs. Fred- 
erick Lee. Scores af women applauded her 
arraignment of the “peevish” housewife 
who does nothing but “ nag "’ at her servant 
and then wonders why she is caught in the 
meshes of the spider web problem. 

“The average housewife,” declared Mrs. 
Williams, “is a petty tyrant. She has a 
smile for the parlor and a snarl for the 
kitchen. As soon as many housewives 
possess a ‘ domestic.’ they become tyrants.” 


Mrs. Williams urged that although the 
nerthern colored girls shrink from the name 
“servant,” and consider domestic service 
degrading, they are after all the most faith- 
ful, efficient, and best household servants, 
‘‘ And there is no reason,”’ the speaker de- 
clared, ‘‘ why womens of character, gracious- 


ness, and skill cannot change the whole cur- 


rent of public opinion in regard to.the re- 
spectability of domestic service.” | 

Mrs. Leslie Lewis, chairman of the morn- 
ing session, which was conducted under the 
auspices of the home department of the club,

SOCIETY AND THE HOME. 
S modern society threatening the family 
hearth with destruction and making the 
home a mere piace of shelter? This ques- 
tion was raised at the conference of club 
women. It was answered in the affirma- 
tive by Mrs. Alice Peloubet Norten of the 
achool of education of the University of Chi- 
cago. It was answered in the affirmative 
also by women who pleaded for codperative 
housekeeping. The one great need of the day 
was declared to be education in domestic 
economy and the lifting up of the home 
ideal, Mrs. Norton declared that the muiti- 

ty of interests of the twentieth century 

is drawing the people away from the 
home. She said that it is high time for the 
women to rise up and return the god of the 
hearth to the exalted niche he used to oecupy 
in the public mind. 

“These higher ideals," she said, “ must be 
baged on a definite study of the problems of 
society. We must learn to estimate things 
at their true value. When a piece of furni- 
ture is bought the purchaser must feel that 
she is going to get ite value out of it in pleas- 
ure in the home.” 


The speaker urged that a keener apprecia- 
tion of the home and of the potency of its 
influences on the formation of character is 
needed, and urged all mothers to unite to 
raise up the home ideala. speaker de- 
clared that the large attendance at academic 
and industrial schools shows that one-half 
the world is trying to gain in the ability to do 
and the other half in the ability to think. 
She said, too, that in the future st will be 


‘necessary to educate for character, for social 


life, and for citizenship. 

“There is a great, a crying necessity,”” the 
speaker declared, “for a more direct study 
of the problems of the home. When we begin 
to see the bome in its social relations we 
cannot heip but come to the belief that when 
our women are trained to meet the domestic 
situation some of the larger problems will 
fina ready solution. But not until the pres- 
ent needs are met should the future needs 
be locked after. If the great problems of life 
are to be solved it will be necessary to begin 
in the home and find a solution for all the 
domestic problems."* 

Mra. Nurton urged the establishment of a 
state school of home economies, where young 
women may be taught how to conduct a 
home with social and financial economy. 

Mrs. Lynden Evans argued that‘a funda- 
mental cl.ange In education must come with- 
in the next ten years. This education she 
said must be focused tn the home, from the 
kindergarten to the university. 

“The men are the money makers and the 
women are the money spenders,”’ she said, 
“and it is just as important that the women 


should know how to spend the money that is | 


made as it is for the men to know how to 
make the money that is spent. It is just as 


much a disgrace for a girl to marry who 


does not understand the economic manage- 
ment of the home as It is for a man to marry 
who is unable to support his family.” 

Mrs. Evans declared: that although the in- 
dividuality of the home should be preserved, 


intense individualism 14 the greatest barrier 
to the of students of domes- 
tie science. She declared that many 


housekeepers are so selfish as to refuse to 
reveal the workings of their successful homes 
to those who are hungry to learn, for fear 
somebody will be called as good a house- 
keeper as they. 3 

Miss Sarah Louise Arnold, dean of Sim- 
mons college, urged that the first step in 
bringing the people back to the home must 
be taken by educating the children in home 
duties and appreciation of the compactness 
of the home circle. “ The home was or- 
dained and created for the children,” she 
said, “ and must be maintained chiefly for the 
children.” 


Miss Jane Addams, in answering, 
for cotperative housekeeping, declared that 
after an experience in codperative house- 
keeping the girl is better fitted to become @ 
“She begina 
to look on the personal side of the problem,” 
declared Miss Addams, “ and not only learns 
how to keep her accounts but learns the 
purchasing power of money.” 

Mrs. Corinne Brown declared that women 
are wasting time in trying to teach their 
daughters how to make bread scientifically. 
‘You may be able to teach them the art of 
breadmaking in the home,” she said, “ but 
you cannot teach them the science of mak- 
ing bread. Bread cannot be made sctlentific- 
ally in the home; it can be made acientific- 
ally only by the use of the most modern ap-. 
paratus for baking. This cannot be had in 
the home. It will be better and more econom- 
ical if the influence of the women is directed 
toward securing improvement in bakers‘ 
bread than in trying to learn the art of bread 
making at home.” 

Dr. Frances Dickinson urged that the 
women should initiate a erusade with the 
end in view of compelling the bakers to 
make each loaf of bread with as much care 
as the government makes a 2 cent stamp. 

“Then,” she said, “ you will be doing some- 
thing for the millions who cannot learn the 
art of making good, wholesome bread at

EXD OF A CELEBRATED MURDER CASE. 

A Ban Francisco jury has for the second 
time} found Mrs. Cordelia Botkin guilty of 
murder and has sentenced her to imprison- 
ment for life. Probably this closes a nota- 
ble and long drawn out criminal case. 

Five years ago Mrs, Botkin, living in Cali- 
fornia, was arrested on the charge of send- 
ing through the mails a box of poisoned | 
candy to Mrs, Dunning of Dover, Del., who 
ate the candy and gave some to her sister. 
Both died, It was alleged that Mrs. Botkin 
was in love with Mr. Dunning, and that that 
was her motive for getting rid of the wife. 

There arose at once an interesting and 
protracted controversy as to where the al- 
leged murderess should be tried. The Dela- 
ware authorities asked that she be handed 
over to them. Those of California refused 
to give her up, on the ground that she was 
not a “ fugitive from justice.” She had not 
} been in Delaware when the crime was com- 
mitted and had not fled from the state and 
so could not be extradited. 

She was tried in California and was found 
guilty. Her lawyers contended that she 
could not be tried in that state for a murder 
committed outside it-and took her case up 
to the Supreme court. It held that the 
criminal code provided that where an offense 
was initiated in California but was com- 
pleted in another state the offender could be

UEEN MARGHERITA'S proposal to 
visit the pope, and the latter’s intima- 
tion that he would be ready to receive 
her in the same way that he has re- 
ceived several of the members of her 

household, as well as of the great women of 
the court of the quirinal, such as, for in- 
stance, the Duchess Grazioli and the Prin- 
cesses Belmonte and Sonnino; also the Mar- 
quise di Rudini, wife of the former Italian 
premier, has created great alarm in those 
circles of the Italian government in which 
antagonism to the papacy is the chief doc- 
trine of their political creed. Indeed, the 
Roman Tribuna, which is the recognized 
organ of the administration, comes out with 
a long and ponderous editorial article, de- 
claring that such a visit by the widowed 
queen would be “ most obnoxious,”’ and then 
goes on to warn both her and others against 
Piux X., saying: 


some simpatie all the more dangerous from 
the fact that they are apparently innocent, 
which should be resisted.”’ 

It is even asserted that Premier Giolitti 
offered a strongly worded protest to King 
Victor Emmanuel about the matter, and in- 
duced the monarch to prevent his mother 
from carrying out her intention; and so she 
has left for the Holy Land without seeing 
the holy father, but furnished with his blese- 
ing, which he sent to her by one of her gen- 


-tlemen in waiting, who had asked and ob- 


tained an audience from him in order to 
ascertain whether the queen would be re- 
ceived and welcomed by the Roman Catholic 
clergy at Jerusalem and at the various holy 
places. 


There is really no fesaien why Queen Mar- 
gherita should not visit the pope. For Leo 
XIII. received her sister-in-law, Princess 
Clothilde, when she came to Rome to attend 
the deathbed of her husband, the late Prince 
Jerome Bonaparte, and; inasmuch as Queen 
Margherita no longer oecuples the quirinal, is 
a strongly religious woman, anda regular at- 
tendant at the various services of the church, 


Pius. X. would certainly be ready to receive 7 


her in audience at the vatican, having re- 
peatedly “declared that he will not permit 
political considerations of any kind to stand 
in the way of those who wish to visit him to 
obtain spiritual relief, advice, and consola- 
tion. He proclaimed this when some of the 
older dignitaries of the vatican ventured to 
question the wisdom of such a radical de- 
parture from the traditions of Leo XIII. and 

of Pius-IX., the holy father insisting that all 
devoutly minded would find a welcome from 
him, no matter to what political sce seers 
might happen to belong. 

Should at any moment the present ultra- 
radical cabinet be overthrown and be com- 
pelled to make way for an administration of 
less advanced views, under, for instance, the 
premiership of the Marquis Rudini, which is 
not only possible but even probable, particu- 
larly if Catholics receive permission to take 
part in parliamentary elections, and thus in- 
crease the strength of the conservative ele- 
ment in the legislature, we may yet live to 
see Queen Margherita and also other mem- 
bers of the Italian royal family received by 
the pope, although it would be too much to 
expect any public reconciliation hetween the 
pontiff and the king himself. :

J. Lothrop Motley, but also upon his son

that such celebrated masters as Froment-

HREE months ago Thomas Jenkins

Apropos 
of this autobiography it is interesting to read 
a chapter of “ Personal Reminiscences" of 
Spencer, written by one of his secretaries, 
Mr. Hugh Arthur Scott. When Mr. Scott 
fret entered Mr. Spencer's service the latter 
qwas living in a boarding house in the Bays- 
water district of London. He had a large 
apartment on the ground floor looking into 
the street, which was furnished comfortably 
but in a perfectly conventional fashion. One 
ef the chief adornments of the room wasa 
life size bust of the philosopher, which stood 
upon a sideboard. Mr. Spencer’s customary 
geat was immediately in front of the fire, 
where he occupied a massive arm chair, 
which had castors but no hind legs. This 
was to give it a comfortable tilt. A reading 
stand was attached to this chair, and at a 
table nearby the secretary sat. 


In manner we are told Mr. Spencer was 
reserved and perhaps atrifie severe. He had 
little to say, and the general conversation 
before work began was of an exacting na- 
ture for the secretary. The latter's first 
business was to read the Times, or such ofit 
as Mr. Spencer cared to listen to, which was 
not a 4reat deal. “ Pass on, pass on, pass 


onl” he would break in after every few 


lines; though now and again he would hear 
a scientific article through from beginning 
to end. After the reading of the Times the 
correspondence was taken up. There werea 
great many letters that were answered 
simply by a lithographed formula, but on 
this Mr. Spencer would often write almost 
as much as the letter itself. When the cor- 
reapondence was disposed of the real work 
of the morning began. The apparent ease 
ané@ spontaneity with which Spencer dictated 
filled his secretary with wonder. At times it. 
seemed almost impossible to believe that he 
wasactually engaged in original composition, 
and not merely reproducing that already 
prepared. Occasionally the secretary would 
accompany Mr, Spencer in his carriage and 
ply his pencil as they drove along, or more 
often they would come to a halt for the 
purpose of dictation. As one might imagine, 
Mr. Spencer’s manner of working was or- 
derly as the working of his mind He laid 
great stress on punctuation and paragraph- 
ing..end woe betide the scribe or printer who 
@isregardéded his instructions.

T is a dull dey which does not give the 
Teviewer an opportunity to mention a 
book by one of the McCutcheons.

“THE DAY OF THE DOG,” by George 
Barr McCutcheon, is one of the briskest of 
stories. It is as crammed with action as a 
Christmas pudding is with plums, jis amus- 
ing from the first to the last moment, and 
ends in a gladsome climax, in which the hero 
gathers to himseif things of 
earth. 

The concomitants of the tale are amanand 
woman, a villain, a bulldog, a stallion, sev- 
eral revolvers, a number of trains, an elope- 
ment, a thunder storm, an opera, and a wed- 
ding.

A grave and unusual little book called 
“ HONOR TOWARDS GOD ” also appears 
from Revell’s house, which’at all times puts 
out many religious works, and for some rea- 
son or other appears to make a‘specialty of 
such works at the spring season.

These have 
been taken from old Japanese books and are 
reproduced in restrained, beautiful, and sim- 
ple English by Prof. Hearn. They have, of 
course, little enough of the personality of the 
author in them. 

The tales are not beautiful—they are weird 
old devil tales. The imagination represented 
in therm seems poor. At least, it cannot appeal 
to the occidental, who has folk tales so much 
finéF and more human. They are illustrated 
by the Japanese artist, Keichu Takenouche, 
in two black aad white illustrations possess- 
ing simplicity of outline. 


Years ago A. C. McClurg published a short 
but stirring novel on the subject of La Salle,

As the advertisements of the book point out, 
the story of Robert Cavelier de La Salle re+ 
quires little embellishment to make it a nar- 
rative of the utmost fascination. Mr. Orcutt’s 
chief embellishment has been a heroine of 
good mettle, high birth, great beauty and 
unfaltering loyalty, the daughter of Cour- 
celle, the governor of New France. La Salle’s 
devotion to this lady gives excuse for sending 
him to the court of Versailles, whose splen- 
dors furnish a strong contrast to the life in 
the wilderness and in pioneer forts, with 
which the greater part of the chapters deals. 
- It has not been difficult to make the ob- 
stacles which La Salle encountered appear in 
the light of a conspiracy, and this gives, of 


course, an increased interest tothetale. Mr. 
Oreutt has laid out a good story plan, and 


carried it through with capability, though 
the work is not, in a literary way, particu- 
larly good. At times, indeed, the sentences 
are strangely fnapt and youthful. 

The story appears in excellent drees—it is 
well printed, illustrated, with in- 
teresting initials and chapter head pieces, 
and a reat binding in maroon. it must be 
said that no publishing house in the country 
does better by its authors than A. Cc.

' Germany to rest.

HE “MEMOIRS OF HENRY VIL-

mention for the reason, among others, 

that the reader whose memory does 
not go back forty years could hardly guess 
what events in his career Mr. Villard has 
dwelt on at greatest 
suggests high finance, railroad building, 
wealth suddenly gained and lost, but thé au- 
thor devotes only a few pages to the North- 
ern Pacific railway, and over five hundred 
to his experience as a war correspon 
during the years 1861-'63. 

The book fallg into three unequal ri 
The first, told in the third person, is con- 
densed from a volume of early recollections 
written in German and privately printed - 
some years ago. Henry Villard was born in 
Rhenish, Bavaria, in 1835. His real name 
was Firdinand Heinrich Gustav Hilgard. 
When and why he changed it does not 
appear. In boyhood his sympathy with the 


} revolution of 1848 brought him into collision 


with the authorities, and with his father, a 
local. magistrate, and as this lack of sym- 
pathy increased as he grew older, he ran 
away from home and came to America at 
the age of 18. 

The second part the narrative is told 
in. the first perso It begins with young 
Villard’s arrival in New York in 1853, with- 
out money ora knowledge of the English lan- 
guage, and ends with Hooker's battle above 
the clouds in 1863. When Mr. Villard had 
| wandered for a year and was still without 
permanent employment he put himself in 
communication with relatives living in Belle- 
ville, Ill., and through them found an op- 
portunity to secure a small political office 
and to study law. He soon drifted into 
journalism, and after editing a German pa- 
per at Racine went to New York again and 
began contributing both to German and to 
English newspapers. In 1858 he reported the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates, and in 1859 visit- 
ed the pew gold fields in what is now Col- 
orado. 

It is remarkable that Mr. Villard’s style 
shows so little trace of his German origin 
and education. His English,is idiomatiqaind 
forcible. He possesses a power, the s@ret 
of which escapes detection, of making. the 
scenes he has witnessed live again before the 
reader. So far from being unfitted by his 
foreign birth for the task he had undertaken, 
he gained from ita great advantage. While 
on the other hand a loyal American, enthusi- 
astic in the cause of the union, he was able 
to judge Afherican commanders and methods 
from the standpoint of an impartial outsider. 
He was at the battle of Bull Run and wit- 
nessed the disorderly rout of the federal 
forces. He pays his respects to the “ poli- 
ticlan officers.’’ One incident he relates as 
follows: ‘‘I heard the clatter of hoofs be- 
hind me, and, looking back, perceived a 
mounted officer approaching at full speed. 
As he came nearer I saw he wore nothing on 
his head and was bald. I soon recognized in 
him Col. Ambrose E. Burnside. . . . There 
he was, hatless, swordiess, and all alone, 
making the best of time on his fine black 
charger. I had made his acquaintance in his 
camp at Washington, and hence spoke to him 
as he hastened by. He did not stop to talk, 
but merely exclaimed: ‘I am hurrying ahead 
to get rations for my command.” But this 
struck me as preposterous, as such duties. 
were not performed by regimental com- 
manders, and as it did not account for. his 
being without hat and sword.”’ i 


The years from 1863, when a long sickness 
compelled Mr. Villard to give up reporting 
the war, to 1900, when he died, are recorded 
in the third person, but the account is mainly 
written by himself. His connection with 
finance was purely accidental. At the close 
of the war his friend, Mr. White, offered him 
the position of Washington correspondent of 
Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE, and in 1867 he was 
Tue TRIBUNE’s representative at the exposi 
tion in Paris. With these and other laborsin 
connection with newspapers and magazines 
his health again gave way and he went to 
There in 1878 acquaint- 
ances ~who had invested money in. America 
sought his advice, and the outcome was his 
return to the United States as the representa- 
tive of German capitalists. His ascent toa 
commanding position in the world of finance 
was extraordinary in its rapidity. In 1881 
he had the confidence of his supporters to 
such an extent that he was able to form the 
famous “ blind pool,” in which cool headéd 
business men intrusted him with $8,000,000 
for a purpose which he himseif did not dis- 
close. It proved to be the. organization of 
the Oregon and Transcontinental company. 


In 1883 the last spike in the Northern Pa- 
cific was driven in the presence of foreign 
ambasadors and other representatives of 
the nations of: the world, including Gen. 
Grant. Mr. Villard’s progress across the con- 
tinent was one long. triumphal march. With 
dramatic abruptness his downfalP followed 
within four months. Financial reverses 
overtook the corporations of which he was 
‘the head and he was forced to resign and 
retire to Europe. But while his career was 
still used to point a moral, he returned from 
Europe at the urgent request of capitalists 
who believed in him, and in 1889 was again at 
the head of the allied interests of the North- 
ern Pacific. It was at this time that he was 
instrumental in raising $160,000,000 by a 
blanket mortgage, the largest sum upto that 
time ever raised on the security of any Amer- 
ican railway. 

The last years of his life were spent in 
literary pursuits, which had always been hia 
‘favorite occupation. He owned the New 
‘York Post and the Nation for nearly twenty 
years, but was so jealous of the freedom cf 
the press that he arranged by a formal con- 
tract that the proprietor could not dictate 
the policy. of those journals.

IN MERCANTILE DEFAULTS, 


Growing Ease and Use of Funds Ac- 
companied by Steadiness and Exten- 
sion of Trade — Values of Farm 
Products Decline—Congestion of 

Railroads Ended—Retail Dealings 
Advance—Iron and Steel Strength- 
ened—Provisions Weak. 


The weekly review of trade in Chicago, 
published by R. G. Dun & Co., the commer- 
cial agency, is as follows: 

While mercantile defaults were more 

‘numerous, these had no special significance. 
More favorable indications appeared in the 
growing ease and use of money, as reflected 
by cheaper borrowing rates and heavier ex- 
changes. 

Trade conditions have exhibited steadiness 
and sothe extension of activity was induced 
by the opportunity presented to advance out- 
door work. Prices of leading manufactured 
products remained firm, but values of farm 
' product declined on ample supplies and im- 
proved agricultural prospects. 

Freight Moves; Crops Good. 

Deliveries throughout the west were made 
promptly, showing cessation of railroad con- 
gestion, but there was lessened marketing 
of crops due to the bad state of country roads. 

| Advices were favorable as to the progress of 
farm work and growth of winter wheat, and 
, while the movement of staple merchandise 
was smaller than early last month the ag- 
') gregate volume of freight traffic again al- 
most is. normal. 

Mail order houses received a wider demand 
from many outside points and retail dealings | 
“made a satisfactory advance. The more 
séeasonable weather encouraged good buying 
of spring apparel and footwear. Jobbing 
_ houses found the outside merchants less 
> conservative in their selections than a short 
time ago, and the current dealings in dry 
goods, clothing, millinery, and other necessi- 
ties for prompt shipment show that many | 
needs have been withheld longer than usual. 
Other branches of distribution, euch as shoes, 
silks, woolens, and groceries, report transac- 
tions reaching a fair average. 

Business in iron and steel and factory pro-. 
@Guction has been strengthened by enlarged 
demand and firmer values. The placing of 
orders. for rails improved, and there was 
steady absorption of pig iron, bars, and’all 
forms for structural requirements. Com- 
mitments for cars and motive power were ap 
encouraging fymptom. There has been no 
Giminution of activity in wire and nails. 
Hardware distribution was increased for the 
interior, and also in the building lines. 


.Great Increase in Building. 

Receipts of lumber were 8 per cent more 
than those of a year ago and a shortage is 
apparent in yard stocks, desirable hardwoods 

seare and dear. New building permits 
agerégated $1,043,700, more than three times 
as great as those for the corresponding week 
last year. 

Receipts of hides were 2,120,070 pounds, 
against 3,530,722 pounds the previous week, 
and 1,092,300. pounds a year ago. Sales 
reached a satisfactory volume without 
change in quotations. Dealings in leather 
were easy. Leather workers say they have 
a@ fair share of supplementary orders and 
eonsiderable output of shoes, harness, and 
trunks. 

Grain shipments, 2,297,052 bushels, are 
slightly more than one-half less than those 
ofa year ago. The demand for breadstuffs 


ruled extremely light, and the closing prices

GARDEN AMID THE TOILS AND PASSIONS OF 
BXISTEN CE.—DISRABLI. 


Much can be done to make a back yard 
in the city a place of rest and beauty by a 
small.expense of money and judicious care. 
Early in spring a frame of quite heavy 
boards or planks can be made with the front 
sloping lower than the back. A frame fitted 
with glass must be made to fit tightly, either 
on hinges o> to shove in grooves. 

When the weather is mild it can be half 
filled with manure, then the top dressed 
with fine black soil, well pulverized, sprin- 
kled, and left for a couple of days closed. | 
If the seeds are planted directly they ere 
apt to burn until the heat from the manure 
has been a little reduced. Seed of asters, 
verbena, mignonette, salvia, cosmos, or any 
thing that will transplant well, say, with- 
out a tap root, can be sown in drills made 
by even the finger and lightly covered with 
the soil. The glass top must’ be kept closed 
for a few Gays and the earth kept evenly 
moist, not Mike a mud puddle, to bake and 
dry the top. If the hotbed is in a good, 
sunny place the seeds will germinate in a 
few days. Care must now be used. Air, 
given by raising the cover according to the 
outside temperature, closed at night, and 
the young seedlings will be strong and in

a bulbs can be taken up and either dried 
and put away or planted in some out of the 
way corner until fall again. The beds 
spaded and soil well pulverized can now 
be filled with the young plants, and they will 
be sure to grow.

The Strawberry Field lis Shall 


Yield— 

A plat of ground 14 feet by 9 will yiel good 
returns even in Chicago's rigorous climate 
if planted with strawberry plants. The 
ground.ghould be dug two feet deep, the dirt 
thrown out-and a layer of coarse manure 
pat in for the bottom. Put a layer of rotted 
manure over this and fill with a foot of loam. 
Fix as soon as you can work the ground, and 
plant’ during April, being guided by the 
season. 

Three hundred plants will fill a bed of this 
sizé, allowing a foot wide walk down the 
middie. Through June they will yield three 
quarts a day and the second year, after cut- 
ting out all the old roots and covering with 
leaves and straw in. the fall, the returns 


quarts a day. The bed in blossom is attract- 
ive, the picking the berries for the table a 
delight, and the flavor of the berrtes better 
if taken from one’s own garden than any 
money can buy.’

A Succession of Bloomers— 


“For a succession of bloomers the hardy 
annuals are best suited to the climate. The 
first to be planted are sweet peas. They should 
bé planted as soon as the frost is out of the 
ground. Plant them about four inches deep 
and water freely during the summer. Do 
not let them seed, as it injures the vines. 

Marigolds make 4 fine showing, blooming 
until frost. I had some last year as hand- 
some as chrysanthemums, 

Once plant a bed of petunia&, and you will 
have them for a number of years, as the 
seeds come up every year. Thin out the 
plants to about six inches apart. 
‘drummondi makes a gay looking bed with 
little cultivation. 

A circular bed of foliage plants, such as 
castor beans, canna, or caladium in the 
center, show up. well. The latter should 
have a perforated tin can gunk near the 
roots, which should be filled with water 
every day, as it is better than sprinkling, 

The vine locally known as wild cucumber 
makes a fine showing for an unsightly vacant 
lot, as. it will grow almost anywhere and 
rapidly.

All in a Kitchen Garden Fair— 


Allow me to tell you what I can do in a 
small space of garden. It is two anda half 
feet wide and about twenty feet long. As 
soon as it can be worked I put in spinach, let- » 
tuce, and radish seeds, and plant my onions 
and lettuce by the Ist of May. “When the 
latter is large enough to begin, to use, I put 
in my .beans, always Valentine’s bunch 
beans. The last week in May I transplant 
my tomatoes in between the bean hills. I 
keep the plants trimmed and)tied up to a 
stake, so as not to shade the other things. 
As soon as the first beans begin to bear [ 
pliant others right beside them. By the time 
these are three or four inches high the old 
ones are ready to be pulled up; so are the 
spinach and lettuce; so I have the restofthe 
summer -for late beans and tomato plants. 
I also have enough parsley for myself and 
neighbors. 

I do not believe in too much water—it all 
depends upon how much sun your garden 
gets. I also have two window boxes planted 
at the present time with tomato and lettuce
